No. 980 dated 18th May 1959.-An examination for 
admission to the Air Force Flying College for the 80th G.D. 
Pilots' Course commencing in August 1960 will he held by 
the Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad, Bangalore, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad Jammu, Ludhiana, 
Madras, Nagpur, Patna and Shillong sometime in November, 
1959.

2, Admission to the Air Force Flying College will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission, an interview by the 
Air Force Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test by 
the Air Force Central Medical Establishment. 


8. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the College on the result of this examination will 
be 22. This Is only a provisional number and Is liable to 
alteration. 

Note — Candidates who have applied for the examination 
for admission to the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy, or for the National Defence Academy Exami- 
nation for admission to the National Defence Academy, must 
exercise their final option before admission to the Air Force 
Flying College, if finally selected. After admission, they will 
be considered neither for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Indian Navy nor for the National Defence 
Academy. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either 
be:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 
French Possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling in 
India. 


dv) Non-citizens of categories (c) and (d) above who 
entered service under the Government of India be- 
fore the commencement of the Constitution, vit., 26th 
January, 1950, and who have continued in such service 
since then. Any such person who re-entered or may 
re-enter such service with a break after the 26th 
January. 1950 will, however, require certificate of 
eligibility In the usual way. 

5. Candidates Should be medically fit in all respects for ser- 
vice in any part of the world. The standards of medical 
fitness are shown In Appendix. I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds. Candidates are, therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
before submitting their applications, to avoid disappointment 
at the final stage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who Is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Air 
Force Flying College. The very fart that the medical exami- 
nation has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctor* 
will not mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
selected. The proceedings and details of findings of the 
Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to any 
one. The results of candidates declared unfit/temporarily 
unfit are intimated to them along with the piocedure for 
submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for 
the details of results of Medical Board will be entertained by 
the President of the Medical Board. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com- 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application, though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination, will not be selected for training. A 
candidate who marries while in training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure Incurred on him 
by the Government. 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been horn not earlier than 2nd August, 1989 and not later 
than 1st February, 1948. 


Note t— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

Note II,— The appointment of candidates In categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to issue of certificates of eligi- 
bility in their favour by Government of India. The certifi- 
cate of eligibility In respect of candidates belonging to 
category (d) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment "beyond which he would he 
retained in service only if he has tiecome a dtlzen of India. 
Certificates of eligibility will not, however be necessary in the 
case of candidates belonging to one of the following catego- 
ries:— 


(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan oefore 
the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily beep residing 
in India since then. 

(’ll) Per who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18tn July 1948, and have got themselves register- 
ed as Citizens.

Note I.— In the case of Cadets of the Sainik School, a certifi- 
cate from the Principal to the dfccl that the Cadet hat 
reached the “Matriculation Pam” standard of Education, 
will be accepted. 

Note II.— Candidates, who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of the above examination, may also apply for 
admission to this examination. Their applications, will be 
accepted provisionally and they will be required to furnish 
proof of their having passed that examination as soon as 
possible and in any case not later than 10th June, I960. Can- 
didature will otherwise b« cancelled. 

9. Candidates, who were admitted to an earlier course at 
the National Defence Academy (formerly Joint Service Wing)/ 
Military College (formerly Military Wlng)/Air Force Flying 
Collsae (formerly Air Force Academy), or Naval Training Es- 
tablishments, but were removed therefrom on disciplinary 
grounds will not be admitted to this examination. 

Candidate* who were previously withdrawn from the Air 
Force Flying College (formerly Air Force Academy) on 
academic ground* or for lack of ofllcer-like qualities will not 
also be aotnitted te this examination. 

10. The decision of Lhe Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be 

final. 

It. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect or 
false or suppressing material Information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means In the examination hall or 
otherwise retorting to aray other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examination 
or appearance at any interview held by the Commis- 
sion for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from /employment under 
tie Government. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission. 


IS. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission. 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to 
the examination may at the discretion of the Commission be 
limited te such number as the Cvmwiisdoo may dedde. If 
a limit is imposed and the number of candidates exceed* that 
limit, the Union Public Servics Commisrion shall aelect from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall hav* regard in so doing to the suita- 
bility of the applicants for admission to ths Air Force Flying 
College. 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

16. Candidate* must pay the fee* prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of these fees will be entertained 
except to the extent stated In the Appendix, nor can they be 
held In reserve for any other examination or selection. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates in order of merit a* disclosed by the 
aggre«te marks awarded to each candidate at the written 
examination. The candidates who obtain minimum qualify- 
ing marks in the written examination, shall appear before the 
Air Force Selection Board for Pilot Aptitude test and Officer 
Potentiality test. The maximum marks obtaining at these 
teats are 900. Candidate* who obtain minimum qualifying 
marks separately in Pilot Aptitude teat and Officer Potentiality 
test will be further subjected to a Physical Endurance test, 
details of which are given in Appendix IV and for which 
there will be a maximum of 200 marks. 

To be acceptable, candidate* should secure minimum 
qualifying marks seperately in (1) written examination (ii) 
Pilot Aptitude test (iii) Officer Potentiality tost and (iv) 
Physical Endurance test.' Subject to those conditions, the quali- 
fied candidate* will be placed in the order of merit on the 
baas of total marks secured. The final selection for ad- 
mission to the Air Force Flying College will be made in order 
of merit subject to medical fitness and suitability In all other 
respects and number of vacancies available. 

N.B -THOSE CANDIDATES WHO DO NOT OBTAIN 
MINIMUM PILOT APTITUDE GRADE WILL NOT BE 
GIVEN FURTHER TESTS AT THE AIR FORCE SELEG 
TION BOARD. > 


EVERY CANDIDATE IS GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST 
ONLY ONCE. THE GRADE SECURED AT THE FIRST 
TEST WHETHER FOR NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 
OR FOR AIR FORCE FLYING COLLEGE. WILL THERE- 
FORE HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT INTER- 
VIEW HE HAS WITH THI AIR FORCE SELECTION 
BOARD. A CANDIDATE WHO FAILS IN THE FIRST 
PILOT APTITUDE TEST CANNOT APPLY FOR ADMIS- 
SION TO THE AIR FORCE WING OF THE NATIONAL 
DEFENCE ACADEMY AND TO THE GENERAL DUTIES 
(PILOTS) BRANCH OF THE INDIAN AIR FORCE. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude test 
for 14th J.S.W. Course, or 73rd Pilot Course, or earlier courses, 
may apply to Personnel Officer* (3), Air Headquarters, New 
Delhi— 11, to find their eligibility or otherwise ta apply for 
this Course. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude test 
for 15th S.DA., Course, or 74 Pilot* Course -onwards, should 
submit their applications for the examination only if they 
have been notified as having qualified in Pilot Aptitude test. 

Candidates will appear before the Air Fores Selection 
Board and undergo the test* thereat at their own risk and 
will not be entitled to claim, any compensation or other 
relief from Government in respect of any injury which they 
may sustain in the course of or as a result of any of the tests 
given to them at the Air Force Selection Board, whether due 
to tli* negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates 
will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to the application. In the case of candidates who 
are minors, the required certificate must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed. Candidates 
when called for interview by the Air Force Selection Board 
or for subsequent training will be eligible for travell- 
ing and dally allowance* in accordance with the rules then 
in force, Candidates who have previously been before the Air 
Force Selection Board for the same type of Commission are 
not entitled to travelling and daily allowances ea subsequent 
occasions. ’ 

Success at the examination confers no right to admission 
to the College. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion and the appointing authority that he is suitable in all 
resposts for admission to the College, 



18. Candidate* finally iclected for the Indian Air Force 
will be admitted to the Air Force Flying College and undergo 
training for a period of 18 month* approximately. This 
period ii lubject to change, 

19. On mccearfnl completion of training, candidates will be 
granted Comtniwion In the Indian Air Force and will be 
eligible for permanent Co mmi ssion* on probation, »ubject to 
the availability of vacancies and the rules then In force. 

20. Candidate* finally selected for the Air Force Flying 
College will be required to deposit the following amounts 
with the Officer Commanding Air Force Flying College, when

21. While the co»t of training including accommodation, 
booki, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne 
by Government, candidates will be expected to meet their 
pocket expenses themselves. The expenses at the College are 
NOT likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month. If a cadet's parent 
or guardian is unable to meet, wholly or partly, even this 
expenditure, finandal assistance may be granted by the 
Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per month. No cadet 
whose parent or guardian has an Income of Rs. 900 per 
mensem or above would be eligible for the grant of the 
financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assistance 
should immediately alter being finally selected for training at 
the College, submit an application through the District Magis- 
trate of hi» District who will forward the application with his 
recommendation to Air Headquarters (P. P. fc R.) Defence 
Headquarters P.O. New Delhi 11. An advance copy of the 
application Is to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarters 
(P. P. *c R.) New Delhi-11. 

22. Pay and allowances, petition, leave and other conditions 

of service after the grant of commission will be identical with 
those applicable from tlrna to time to regular officers of 
the I.A.F. _ M 

28. No candidate will ^normally be permitted to resign 
whilst under training, A civilian candidate who is not 
coniidered suitable to complete the full course of training 
may with the permission of Air Headquarters, be discharged. 

24. Before joining thfc college the candidate and his parent 
or guardian, will be required to sign a bond to the effect 
that. If for any reason not beyond the control of the candidate, 
he wishe* to wihdraw during training, or fails to accept a 
commission, if offered, h c will be liable to refund the whole or 
such portion of cost of tuition, food, clothing, pay and 
allowances a* may be decided upon by the Government. 

25. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet will be placed 
at the disposal of the Commandant of the Training Institu- 
tion. The unexpended portion of this allowance will be:— 

(i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a com- 

mission; or 

(ii) If he is not granted a commission, refunded to the 
State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance rtiall become the 

ersonal property of the cadet. Such articles will, however, 

e withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training 
or who 1* removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. 
The articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advan- 
tage of the State.

1. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health, 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty in the General Duties (Pilots) 

Branch of the IA.F. 


2. Height: Not less than 64 inches; Leg Length; Hip t» 
Heel not less than 99 inches; Visual acuity 6/6 in one eye 
and at least 6/9 in the other correctable to 6/6. (Note.— 
Candidates who wear glasses habitually are to be rejected): 
Cases of Squint of any degree or Trachoma of advanced stage 
will not be accepted. Ocular muscle Balance : Candidates 
must possess a degree of ocular muscle balance compatible with 
efficient performance of pilots duties. Field of vision of each 
eye and the binocular vision must be normal. Colour vision: 
Normal or defective safe; Hearing: should be able to bear 
forced whlshper from a distance of 20 feet with each y**i sepa- 
rately (other ear being closed); (NoLc— The candidate should 
not suffer from Chronic Suppurative Otritis Media). 

Eustachian Tube: Both sides must be patent; Urine, Sugar 
and albumen— NIL. Nervous system and other system of the 
body. Normal; General Health: Normal, physically fit: Note.— 
Weight and Chest measurements should be according f* height 
and age- group— sec table below;—

In no circumstances will they be allowed the help of an 
amanuensis (scribe) to write down answers for them. 

4. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all the subjects at the examination. 

5. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject, 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may consider 
necessary In order to secure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 

6. Deductions up to 3 per cent of the maximum marks for 
written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting, 

7. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression combined with due economy of words In all sub- 
jects of the examination. 

STANDARD AND SYLLABUS OF THE EXAMINATION 

The standard of these papers will approximately be the 
same as that of the Matriculation Examination. 

ENGLISH- 

Questions may be asked on any of the following;— 

(a) An exercise in composition to test a candidate's abili- 
ty to write simple and giainmaticaHy correct English. 

(b) A simple prose passage to be condensed by the candi- 
date with the object of testing comprehension and 
expression. 

(c) Correction of sentences. 

(d) Reported Speech, questions and commands. 

(e) Use of simple words having similar pronunciation 
but different meanings and common phrases. 

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AFFAIRS— 

There will be two papers. 

Paper I— dealing mainly with Current Affairs and History. 
Paper II— dealing with Science and Geography. 

The following syllabus Is designed to Indicate the scope 
of each subject Included in these papers. The topics men- 
tioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive and questions 
on topics of similar nature not mentioned in the syllabus may 
also be asked. Candidates' answers are expected to show 
their intelligent understanding of the question and not know- 
ledge of any text book. 

PAPER I 

Current events— Knowledge of important events that have 
happened in India during the past two years, India’s system 
of Government. Important measures of legislation whether 
undertaken by the Central or State Legislatures. Broad ques- 
tions of India’s policy relating to foreign affairs. Questions 
set will test the factual knowledge of candidates. 

World events of international importance. Important per- 
sonalities, both Indian and Foreign Sports and other culuiral 
activities of outstanding Importance. 

Indian History.— Broad outline knowledge of Indian History. 
Knowledge of India's ancient culture and civilization as dis- 
closed by monuments, ancient buildings and masterpieces of 
literature. Growth of self-government. Main stages in the 
national movement leading to independence. 

World History.— Elementary knowledge of major events in 
world history. Reforms or national movements such as re- 
presented by the French Revolution, Industrial Revolution in 
the U.K., the American War of Independence, the foundation 
of U.S.S.R., Wolrd Wars I and II, Modern fieedom move- 
ments in Asia,

Physics.— Physical properties and states of matter and 
simple measurements of maps, weight, density and specific 
gravity.

INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TESTS 

In addition to the interview, the candidates will be put to 
Intelligence Tests designed to assess their basic intelligence both 
through the medium of language and without the use of lan- 
guage. They will also be put to Group Tests, such as Group 
Discussions, Group Planning. Outdoor Tasks performed in a 
group and Lecturettes. All these tests are intended to judge 
the qualities of a candidate which may be broadly summed up 
as an assessment of his mental calibre which would indude 
not only his intellectual qualities but also social traits and his 
interest in current affairs.

The test will be in respect of the following.— 

(1) Vital capacity, 

(ii) Exercise tolerance score, and 
(lii) Chest expansion. 

Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spuometer. The 
candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the instrument 
in his right hand Ills nose will be clipped and test will 
be made for any leak through the nose. He will then take 
a maximum possible bieaih and empty his chesL tlnough 
the mouth piece into the spirometer, Three trials will be 
made in each case and the maximum reading will be taken 
as total vital capacity in c c. The vital rapacity will be later 
on reduced to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for tempctatuic will be made. As 
regards the exercise tolciauce test the candidate will be 
dressed In vest and shorts and will be barefooted, lie will 
be made to do "baithaks” at 40 Cycles per minute. The 
rhythm will be maintained by a simple pendulum 22” long, 
ficqucncy of its oscillations being 40 per nunute. The exercise 
will be carried on till the candidate is exhausted or upto a 
maximum limiL of 3J minutes. He will then be made to sit 
and pulse will be counted for half a minute between 00 to 
90 seconds aftci cessation of the exercise. Chest expansion 
will be taken by a special spiing type measuring tape The 
candidate will take full inspiration and expualion and 
measurements will be taken till two constant readings are 
available.
